Abuse of the door is apt to lead to trouble which, too 


By observing a few simple precautions, you can make sure your Radford-Morgan 
door will give a lifetime of service and satisfaction. 


| often, is blamed on defective manufacture. 


It is the tendency of wood to absorb and to lose 
moisture with changes in moisture content of the sur- 
rounding air. There is no known way to stop it. The 
process can be slowed down, it can be partially con- 
trolled—but it cannot be prevented. When a piece 
of wood takes on moisture, it swells. When it loses 
moisture, it shrinks. In either case, if the rate of 
change is not the same throughout 
the piece, it is likely to warp. Ra- 
pidity of change in moisture con- 
tent augments the tendency toward 
warpage. 

In protecting a door (and other 
woodwork as well), the first essen- 
tial is to prevent too rapid absorp- 
tion of moisture. It is not fair to the 
door to put in a freshly plastered 
building. Building should be dried 
out after plastering before doors 
are installed. If building is not 
heated in the summer time then the 
windows should be left open for 
free circulation of air until building 
is reasonably dry. 

Doors should not be stored in 
basement or other damp places. 


Doors should be primed immedi- 
ately after being fitted, while they 
are still dry. Radford-Morgan doors 
are manufactured with 6 to 7% moisture content. If de- 
livered to a job while plaster is still drying, they may 
absorb up to 15% or even 20% under extreme con- 
ditions. If they are fitted and painted while moisture 
content is heavy, then later when house is heated, 
they are likely to dry out to a 10% or I1% moisture 
content and shrinkage is bound to occur. Panels 
shrink causing a line of bare wood to appear around 
panels. This condition can be corrected fairly well by 
painting exposed wood with striping brush. However, 
it can be avoided almost entirely by keeping doors 
away from too much moisture and by painting them 
at least with prime coat before they have a chance 
to swell. 

The paint job plays an important part in protecting 
the door. Paint does not prevent moisture absorption 
but a good paint does slow it up to such a marked 





extent that it is an invaluable protection. Poor paint 
on the other hand, is worse than none; since it may 
even promote the growth of mildew or fungus. 

Top and bottom edges of doors should have at least 
2 coats of paint or varnish after being fitted. End 
grain of wood takes in moisture much faster than 
side grain. Therefore, ends of stiles need this protec- 
tion especially. Neglect of this one 
point is responsible for more door 
trouble than all other abuses com- 
bined. Our guarantee is not good if 
top and bottom edges of doors are 
not painted or varnished after fitting. 
Shellac should be avoided for ex- 
terior doors. 


To swing freely door must be hung 
on vertical line. Jambs must be 
plumb, otherwise door may become 
hinge bound, setting up strain on 
jamb and sometimes causing warp- 
age of door. Use 3 hinges for ex- 
terior doors. In fitting outside door 
jambs where no sills are used, be 
sure to allow for threshold. Other- 
wise, jambs may be cut too short, 
requiring a considerable cut off the 
bottom rail of door. This may not 
only spoil the appearance of the 
door but may damage it structurally. 

A cut-out for mortise lock weakens the door stile to 
some extent. A rim lock on the face of the door is, 
therefore, preferable provided it fits in with the design 
of the house. Other types of locks requiring only 
two holes bored through the stile can be used with- 
out affecting the strength of the door. 


A mortise lock is all right, too, if certain simple pre- 
cautions are observed. The mortise should not be cut 
too large and should be properly located. Naturally, 
the smaller the lock, the less wood is cut away. If an 
extra-large lock must be used, the mortising should be 
carefully done to avoid cutting away too much wood. 
Furthermore, lock should not be located in center of 
lock-rail, but should be placed two or three inches up 
or down from center of lock-rail to avoid unnecessary 
weakening of joint between stile and lock-rail due to 
cutting the dowels away.

The Radford Company offers their original method of furnishing complete stock kitchen cabinets—made in a 
single section and fitted to each individual kitchen. 


Briefly—we stock all of the standardized parts for this new cabinet—doors, drawers, shelves, counter tops, ends, 
etc. The purchaser selects the sections required that most nearly fill the space available. Then we build the 
front in one piece so that it absolutely fits the space to be filled. 


The Radford method means the lowest possible price, and a cabinet that is tailor made for each kitchen. 


The Radford Kitchen Cabinet offers every advantage of a fine custom built cabinet at a low stock price. Actually, 
we make possible a better cabinet than the average custom built product, because, by manufacturing the parts 
in large quantities and by offering many valuable accessories, we are able to include numerous features in the 
Radford Kitchen Cabinet that would be absolutely prohibitive in price if made in small quantities. 


The adaptability of the Radford Kitchen Cabinet to any size of kitchen or pantry is one of its strongest features. 
By our method of construction it actually does fit in any space and in a room of any shape. 


ADAPTABILITY TO HEIGHT 


The Radford Kitchen Cabinets may be used in either of two 
ways as regards height. 


First, they are built up to the ceiling. 


The ordinary ceiling height is approximately 8'-3!/.". Cross 
section B on this page shows the installation for 8'-3'/2" 
ceilings. H Upper Sections detailed on page 142 are used. 


The H Upper Sections are so designed that by narrowing 
top rails the height of the cabinet can be reduced for ap- 
proximate ceiling height of 8’-2". 


For 8’-0" ceilings top rails of H Upper Sections are narrowed 
and space between upper and lower cabinets must be re- 
duced from I’-3” to 1’-134". 





But occasionally there are 9'-0" ceilings in new homes and more often in old homes. The 9’-0" ceiling is pro- 
vided for as shown in cross section A on this page. HH Upper Sections detailed on page 142 are used for 9'-0" 
ceiling heights. 


Note that cabinets are made slightly less than ceiling heights to allow for irregularities in plaster and for ease 
in placing. Cove mould is furnished to cover any space remaining and to scribe against ceiling. 


Second, the most approved installation today is the cabinet 7'-0" high, plastered down from ceiling to top of 
cabinet. Cross section C on this page shows this installation. L Upper Sections detailed on page 142 are used 
for 7'-0" cabinets. 


The Base Sections are 3'-0” high, with allowance of 35" for toe space included. The Base Section is set on two 
pieces of 2x4 (standard size 354") placed on edge. If it is desired to have the top of counter or sink lower 
than 3'-0", the toe space may be reduced or omitted altogether, making possible a base height of from 2’-87/," 
to 3-0". 


In many installations there are spaces above windows, refrigerator, stove, etc. to be filled. Practically any such 
space may be filled with L, T or TT Upper Sections detailed on page 142.

ADAPTABILITY TO WIDTH 


Here the Radford Kitchen Cabinet excels. The purchaser first decides on the type of sections required. Then, 
from the sections on pages 140 and 142, select those whose combined width will closest approximate the space 
to be filled. The combined width of sections should be at least 2"" less than the space to be filled. The customer 
then leaves the matter entirely to us and when delivered your Radford Kitchen Cabinet exactly fits the space in 
your room. The only exception is that the widths of Side Sections on page 140 are constant and cannot be varied. 


ADAPTABILITY TO DEPTH 


Note the added depth of the Radford Kitchen Cabinet, with tops full 2’-I'" deep and base sections 2’-0" deep. 
These are designed for use with modern refrigerators and stoves. 

The base sections of Radford Kitchen Cabinets are 2'-0" deep to face of front (not including lip fronts or hard- 
ware). They can be reduced to |'-10" deep, or any intermediate depth from I’ 10" to 2'-0" inclusive without 
added cost. Counter and sink tops are made |" over the base depth. 

The upper sections of Radford Kitchen Cabinets are |'-2’’ deep to face of front (not including lip fronts or hard- 


ware). Depth of upper sections can be reduced to any other dimensions without change in price. Depth of 
upper sections can be increased at added cost. 


ADAPTABILITY TO SHAPE 


Provision is ‘made for building Radford Kitchen Cabinets around corners, either 
external or internal. External corners are seldom used. 


For internal corners, the base sections are butted at right angles. At least one 
of the base sections adjoining corner should have door and shelves so that 
shelves may extend back into corner for surplus storage space. 


However, for the upper sections of internal corners, special corner sections 
are necessary so that upper sections will line up with the lower sections. De- 
tails of upper corner sections are illustrated on page 142. Cross section is 
shown herewith. - 





PERFECT CONSTRUCTION 


The Radford Kitchen Cabinet ‘is, in reality, a handsome custom built cabinet. Every detail of construction has 
been perfected. Every convenience has been provided. 


The fronts are all in one piece. 
The doors are flush, giving a sanitary smooth surface. They are light and of special construction. 
All doors and drawer fronts are lipped all around to keep out dust and improve the appearance. 


Radford Stock Kitchen Cabinets are made of pine, for paint or enamel finish. Flush doors are furnished in un- 
selected birch. 


And the whole cabinet is so sturdily constructed that it will last not one but several life times.

The hardware (not applied) is included complete with the Radford Kitchen Cabinets. 
Our hardware is kept up-to-date in design. The finish is bright chrome.’
